According to his own confession, 
Joseph Morrison set fire to the sum- 
mer home of Mrs. F. M. Osborn at 
Mentor. Plains last Wednesday night 
and after the $10,000 home and its 
$5-,090 worth of contents had been re- 
duced j to ashes he made his way to 
the Willoughby lock-up where Deputy

Failing to get a 
chance at Osborn, Mftrrison went to 
the summer home, broke a window, 
lighted an inflammable ball made of 
his handkerchief and a piece of paper 
and, reaching through the window, 
set fire to a mattress. Morrison says 
he waited around until the blaze got 
a good start and when he was sure 
that the building would be destroyed 
he made his way to the Willoughby 
jail where he had been given lodging
